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New York, April 16—The 
White Star line announced 
officially at 11 6'clock that 
they had received positive 
news that the number of sur- 
vivors on board the liner Car- 
pathian was 868.

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CARPATHIAN BRINGS

The appalling magnitude of the 
wreck of the giant liner has been 
Httle mitgated by the fragmentary re- 
ports which filtered in yesterday. 

The rescuing steamer Carpathian 
haw 868 survivsra on board, according 
to the latest news received at the of- 
fices' of the White Star line in this 
city. It inereases the list saved by 
about 200 from the number first re- 
ported. But except for this the favor- 
able details are insignificant compar- 
ed with the supreme fact that the Ti- 
tanic is at the bottom of the Atlantic 
and that the shattered wreck took 
with Her about 1,360 victims to their 
death. 

The first reports giving the total 
survivors at 675 were varied by more 
favorable news early yesterday, first 
from Captain Rostron, of the Car- 
pathian, whe gave the number as 
about 800, and later by the positive 
announcement of the White Star line 
that there are 868 survivors of the 
Titanic on board the Carpathian, 

But with these revised figures there 
reynains 1,341 persons, passengers and 
erew, of the Titanic who are unac- 
counted for.
